The millions 
of Russian could only be dealt with 
through them; could only be brought 
into contact with the outside world 
through them, could only be rescued 
from hunger and death through them. 
The treasures of Russia, the preemie: 
pointed out, could not be unlocked to 
the outside world except through 
them. The peace ot war with Ruse'a 
could only be made with them, ani 
whether Russia should march ior- 
ward or retreat with its 1,600,000 men 
under arms today, “or whether the 
4,000,000 she has in reserve should 
march tomorrow is a question wheth- 
er they obey them or not.” 

Three Al ives 

“That was the firet fact you had 
to get firmly into your mind beforg 
you began the business of Russia, 
Mr. Lioyd George declared. “There 
were three alternatives in dealing 
with the aituation. It was not a ques- 
tion of which of the three we could 
prefer; it was a question of which of 
the three was possible. There was 
first of all recourse to force, which 
has been tried before and failed, but 
which was never suggested at Genoa. 
The second was to leave Ruasia to her 
fate until she had some more benevo- 
Jent and acceptable dominion, and 
the third wes what I have previously 
described to the house as the Pitt 


policy. 
“With regard to the first, none dis- 
cussed and none suggested it. I come 
hich we may be driv- 


to the second, w y 
en to adopt, and that 1s that hy 
u 


should leave Russia to her fate 
ane changes. None put this policy 
forward at Genoa, and if we dealt 
with it now, !t would be because it 
waa the onty policy left if the third 
did not succeed. If you left Russia 
to itself, assuming that this govern- 
ment should go, what next? It was 
either a question of more extreme 
communist organization or the pos- 
sibility of a militarist organization. Is 
any one ready to insure the peace of 
Burope under that policy?” 

Rugso- n Agreement 

The premier alluded to the Russo- 

German agreement as & flash of light 
which the conference itself cast upon 
the sinister possibilities of leaving this 
question alone, although it wes a 
greater error in his judgment, a mis- 
take undoubtedly by Germany. 
“T am not going to dwell,” he added 
“upon the silly forgeries of mititary 
conventions, which take no one in ex- 
cept the guillible. Here, you had two 
of the greatest nations of the world, 
whether regarded in territory, popu- 
jation or resources, both out of favor, 
each of them heving done something 
which discredited them with the 
other nations of the world, and each 
not quite received into the full eoci- 
ety of nations. Peace was signed with 
normal equality, but there was & sense 
of the superior nation and the inferior 
nation, of the nation that sits above 
the salt and the nation which aits be- 
neath. These were fundamental facts 
in the present situation. 

“There might be good reasons in 
both cases. It was a sort of society 
treatment to persons who had behav- 
ed diecreditably. You felt that in the 
conference and they felt it. There 
was a community of misfortune, @ 
community of debasement and a com- 
munity of what they regarded as mal- 
treatment, There was a difficulty of 
getting on commissions. The discred- 
ed feels that he wants the society of 
another and this might ripen into a 
fierce friendship. What did | that 
mean? Germany is disarmed and if 
necessary you could disarm her still 
more, You could take, I do not say 
every gun away, but you could take 
most of them and you could render 
perfectly impotent, but there is one 
thing you cannot do, and that is pre- 
vent the re-arming of Russia, If 
these nation» are driven to despair, 
Germany could not equip Russia eco- 
nomically, not having the capital. 
But that is not the case with arma- 
ments, as there is every natural re- 
source in the one country and com- 
plete technica! skill in the other, It 
is necessary that we should look at 
all the possibilities of the situation, 
and I hope the warning I have given 
today may not be quoted a few years 
hence,” 

The premier spoke slowly, empha- 
sizing each word of the above sen-

“It is my sincere hope,” he con- 


tinued, still emphasizing each word, 
“that the occasion will never arise 


that should make it necessary to 60| 


back and refer to the warning which 
I utter as to the danger of the pos- 
sibilities of that situation.

SERIOUS FIRE 
BURNED TROCHU 
BUSINESS BLOCK 


Flames Fanned by Strong Wind

000 fire wiped out a aolid bhonk of 
the business section of Troohu. Al:

The conflagration quickly epread 
from the Royal to the Yale hotel and 
guesta of both houses were forced to 
the street in the cold morning air 
clad only tn their night clothes, The 
two hotels, city barber shop, pool 
room and equtpmeni, s' a real es- 
tate office, a butcher shop, and ae 
eral law offices were razed. The 
Trochu Trading company and Pepper 
and Gutman’'s grocery atore mustain- 
ed a complete loss on their stocks In 
addition to the buildings. The two 
residences lost were owned by W, C. 
Hiokey and Fill Ponder. 

Only unceasing effort on the part 
of the volunteer brigade prevented 
the fire from spreading out of the 
effected block. The poat office, drug 
store and two bank buildings, in ad-
